among the most skillful members of 
tile secret service.

Half a century ago, when the Home 
Literary club was in power and poor 
women were slaves to the tyrant man, 
there was a debate in the hall over 
the school rooms in the new building 
and th e question was, “Woman Suf­ 
frage.” 
Mr. D. K. Draper and J. N. 
Olmsted spoke in the affirmative. Mrs. 
Draper and Mrs. Olmsted, opposed to 
it, wrote able papers; and their hus­ 
bands spoke their pieces. 
Mrs. Cady 
Stanton was the high priestess of the 
movement. 
Abijah Adams, a daughter of Sam­ 
uel Adams, a IOO years ago, had sug­ 
gested they ought to have a right to 
vote. 
Samuel was one of my Puritan 
ancestors and ran the risk of being 
hung in chains by the blasted British, 
for signing a Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence, but we won the game and 
would not pay a tax on tea.

S H R I N K A G E OF GRAINS. 


[N atio n al C rop Im p ro v em en t Servic*.] 
The principal cause of the deteriora­ 
tion of corn iii transit or in storage, 
is an excessive amount of moisture. 
Corn as it is harvested in the autum n 
ordinarily carries from IO to 35 per 
cent of water, depending on the sea­ 
son and the relative time of harvest­ 
ing. 
As a result all of the first corn 
into the m arket grades very low or 
not at all on account of this excess 
moisture. 
A few years ago when corn 
failed to m ature before a killing frost, 
cars of corn w ere received at the ter­ 
minal m arkets which were orie-third 
w ater upon which the shippers and, 
of course, the farm er had to pay 
freight. 
The shrinkage th at will take place 
In a crib of corn from the tim e it is 
cribbed in the fall until it is sold, is 
Impossible to state because 
of 
the 
amount of moisture in the corn and 
also the ventilation of the crib. 
Some careful tests in Illinois showed 
that during a period of 21. months 
the shrinkage was but 9 per cent of 
the original weight. 
O ther tests show 
th at the shrinkage from December to 
June varies from 8 to 18 per cent with 
an average of 14% per cent for the 
first year and an average of 20 per 
cent for two years. 
Every grain exchange and every 
well-equipped elevator already has a 
moisture tester, but 
in 
every 
high 
school where there is a chemical lab­ 
oratory a small moisture tester should 
be part of the equipment and semi­ 
official certificates be given to farm ­ 
ers or others before they ship their 
corn to avoid a great deal of trouble 
afterw ards

Small grains can he best stored In 
a stack. Many farm ers consider stack­ 
ing to be a lost art but it is com­ 
paratively simple and is really no 
more work or e x c u s e than to attem pt 
to thresh from the shocks which must 
be brought by large crews by team to 
the thresher. 
There is no doubt that much grain 
Is damaged and lost 
by weathering 
and shattering iii the shock, and if 
grain cars are not to be 
had 
and 
threshing rigs are slow in coming, 
the most economical place 
for 
the 
grain storage is in the stack on the 
farm. 
It certainly does not cost as much 
to stack as it would to put the grain 
into bins after stacking. 
It is a good 
good idea at the peak of the stack to 
cover with coarse hay or straw, and in 
windy countries it is well to wire the 
tops with heavy stone weights at the 
ends of the wires. 
Farm bureaus should carefully con­ 
sider tin* plan aud if stacking experts 
are scarce, should hold 
dem onstra­ 
tions to show every farm er bow to 
protect himself against a glut in the 
m arket by this simple and efficient 
operation. 
The grain is also better for having 
gone through the sweat in the stack. 
It also clears the farm er’s fields for 
early fall plowing. 
Every farm er who has seen volun­ 
teer grain must realize how much of 
that seed has been scattered and lost 
under 
the 
shocks 
afte r 
trying 
to 
handle it when it has become dry in­ 
stead of stacking at once while the 
grain is *till damp.

If every county should have a hay 
branch to its marketing organization, 
It would be much more profitable for 
the growers.

There are three causes for the leak­ 
age of grain in tr a n s it: 
1. Defective car equipment. 
2. Rough handling by railroads. 
3. Carelessness on the part of the 
loader. 
A great deal of trouble arises from 
shortage due to leakage 
in 
transit. 
The shipper, 
receiver, 
railroad and 
terminal weighmaster all suffer direct­ 
ly or indirectly. 
Therefore the farm 
bureaus and their m arketing commit­ 
tees should get in touch with all of 
these parties and do a little team 
work, each agreeing to eliminate as 
much of this trouble as he can in his 
own department. 
Every good elevator man knows how 
to “cooper” a car but it would not be 
amiss to get full directions from any 
grain exchange showing how the dif­ 
ferent parts of the car should be safe­ 
guarded.
